to liquidate the refugee prob- 
Jem.”

Rimawy said police and the 
Jordanian army have circled all 
refugee camps in Jordan, impos- 
ed a curfew and arrested large 
numbers of persons. Heavy 
fines are being imposed on those 
refugees who listen to Egyptian 
ard Syrian radio broadcasts, he 
said. 

The Egyptian radio, “The 
Voice of the Arabs,” has broad- 
cast that Hussein’s late grand- 
father, King Abdullah, also tried 
secret negotiations with Israel 
and was assassinated. Hussein, 
the broadcast said, is following 
in his grandfather's footsteps. 


(The Egyptians seemed to be 
making an outright appeal to 
the Jordanian Arabs to consider 
assassinating Hussein. If the 
young monarch is slain, the Mid- 
die East could burst into flames. 
But Syria and Egypt seem ready 
to take the risk, possibly ‘en- 
couraged by friends in Moscow.

Typhoon Heads

MANILA (AP)—Powerful Pa- 
cific typhoon Kit with 120 mph 
center winds Sunday night 
swirled directly toward Luzon 
Island and was expected to hit

The Manila Weather Bureat 
said late Sunday the typhoon 
was last located 260 miles east 
of Catanduanes Island off the 
southeast coast of Luzon, 

It is moving west at 15 mph 
and is aimed directly at the rich 
copra-growing provinces along 
the eastern Luzon coast. 

Forecasters expected it to 
cross Luzon, the largest island 
in the Philippines, early Tues- 
day if it maintains its present 
course.

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Japan, ROK 
Expected to 
Resume Talks 
On Detainees 


Negotiations between Japan 
and the Republic of Korea over 
the mutual release of Japanese 
and South Korean detainees are 
expected to be resumed this 
week after an interval of more 
than one month. 

The talks were suspended 
early in October. 

However, prospects are not 
very bright for the successful 
conclusion of the negotiations 
because there have been no 
signs that the two countries will 
make any changes in their prev- 
ious policies. 

Among the main points of dif- 
ference between the two parties 
are the rights to prewar assets 
in each other’s country and the 
compulsory deportation of Ko- 
rean detainees in the Omura de- 
tention camp in Kyushu. 

A broad agreement was 
reached in June prior to depar- 
ture of Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi for the United States 
and an agreement was about to 
be signed, 

However, at the last minute 
the ROK Government proposed 
postponement of the signing 
and presented a plan to revise 
the agreement, 

The Japanese Government re- 
jected the South Korean plan 
late in September on the ground 
that it could make no more con- 
cessions, 

Under the circumstances, Min- 
ister Yiu Tai Ha left for Seoul 
for consultations with his home 
Government and returned here 
Monday. Yiu Thursday propos- 
ed resumption of the negotia- 
tions to Osamu Itagaki, director 
of the Foreign Office Asian At- 
fairs Bureau. 

Foreign Office sources said 
yesterday that it was impossi- 
ble to predict whether the 
South Korean side would make 
any concessions during the re 
opened negotiations. 

The same sources added that 
South Korea was well aware 
that Japan would not accept the 
previously presented revision 
plan. 

Meanwhile, tnformed sources 
said yesterday that Yiu would 
confer with ROK Ambassador 
Kim Yu Taik on the basis of 
instructions he received from 
Seoul before attending the re- 
sumed negotiations, 

These sources predicted that 
the Korean side would not re- 
tract its previous claims soon.

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LONDON (AP)—Prime Minis- 
ter Harold Macmillan said Sat- 
urday night the Western allies 
should follow a unified policy of 
peaceful coexistence—but not 
appeasement—toward the grow- 
ing might of Soviet Russia. 

“The Soviet power is great 
and increasing,” Macmillan told 
the annual banquet for the lord 
mayor of London. “There is 
as yet no sign of a change in.

But in calling for the West- 
ern nations to join together 
more closely than ever before 
in facing the Russian threat, 
the Prime Minister declared: 

“We must not reject the idea 
of peaceful coexistence. Indeed, 
only by peaceful coexistence 
can we nowadays expect to live 
at all. But peaceful coexistence 
eannot be maintained by ap- 
peasement, It is only possibile 
if the Free World is strong and 
resolute,” 

The Prime Minister. said the 
West must be patient and en- 
during in the face of Russia's 
probing propaganda attacks. 

“Nor should we forget that 
the Russians are probably the 
best chess players in the world,” 
he said. “Chess is a game in 
which the keen player doesn’t 
mind how long it lasts. It is

HONOLULU (AP)—A sea and 
air search was expanded to 
cover 150,000 square miles of the 
vast Pacific Ocean late Saturday 
night as it. continued without a 
trace of the Pan American 
Stratocruiser which vanished 
Friday night with 44 aboard. 

The Coast Guard said the 
search area was being enlarged 
from the original 100 miles 
width to 150 because no solid 
sign of the downed Pan Amer- 
ican clipper had been found. 

However, surface vessels con- 
tinued to check air reports of 
debris in various parts of the 
search area east of Hawaii. The 
Coast Guard said it was unlikely 
the objects were from the four- 
engine airliner, Romance of the 
Skies. 

The carrier Philippine Sea 
went to sea Saturday night from 
Long Beach to bring its far- 
ranging, radar-equipped antisub- 
marine planes and helicopters 

The Navy changed its mind 
and accepted a British offer, 
previously declined, to send 
two Shackelton bombers. They 
will come from Christmas Is- 
land to join the search Sunday. 


More than 29 planes and 14 
vessels criss-crossed a checker- 
board search area. Aside from 
spotting various objects in the 
water—many of them unrelat- 
ed debris—nothing turned up 
to shed any light on the big 
plane’s abrupt and mysterious 
disappearance. 

Carrying 36 passengers and a 
crew of eight, the plane radio- 
ed a routine position report at 
5:04 p.m. (10.04 a.m. JST Satur- 
day). At that time it was 1,028 
miles east of Honolulu—beyond 
the point of no return to its San 
Francisco starting base. There 
was no hint of trouble.

NATO?’s Ground Forces 
‘Disintegrating, Warns 
Political Advisory Body 


Massive Retaliation 
Strategy of U.S. 
Blasted in Survey 


PARIS (AP)—A NATO 
political advisory group 
charged Sunday the Atlan- 
tic alliance’s ground forces 
are disintegrating and 
this process must be 
stopped “at all costs.” 


In a gloomy survey of the | 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation’s (NATO’s) military po- 
tential, it said Soviet. penetra- 
tion of the Middle East had 
“disorganized the French sec- 
tor of the NATO forces and is 
a contributory cause of the re- 
organization of the British 
forces, which wiil have a pro- 
found effect on the common de- 
fense of the NATO countries.” 

The report, for consideration 
by the military committee of 
NATO’s parliamentary assem- 
bly said “the Soviet threat can- 
not be met simply by means 
of atom bombs.” 

The assembly is purely advi- 
sory. It is made up of parlia- 
mentarians drawn from mem- 
ber parliaments of every NATO 
member. 

American senatorial and con- 
gressional delegates got their 
copies of the report only Satur- 
day night. Although the United 
States is represented on the 
military committee, the authors 
of the report did not consult 
with their American collea- 
gues, U.S. sources said. 

The same situation is believ- 
ed true of the British. 

A U.S. delegate said the re- 
port appeared to be an oppor 
tunity for representatives of 
some continental European 
countries to “blow off steam.” 
He said it would doubtless lead 
to heated debate in the commit- 
‘tee but would no doubt fail of 
adoption by the full group. 

In effect, it blasted United 
States policy of relying on “mas- 
sive retaliation” for deterring 
Russian aggression. 

“The continental members of 
NATO do not feel adequately 
protected by strategic nuclear 
weapons,” said the document 
drawn up by Arthur Gilson, 
member of the Belgian Parlia- 
ment and Lt. Gen. Calmeyer of 
the Netherlands. 

All 15 NATO members are 
represented on the military com- 
mittee of the parliamentary 
committee whose sessions open 
Monday. The report is expect- 
ed to touch off heated debates, 

It said the threat of Soviet in- 
vasion was “a nightmare” to the 
continental members which ‘was 
not sufficiently understood by 
Britain and the United States 
separated from Europe by water 
barriers. 

“This divergency of outlook 
has been appreciably increased 
by the British defense white 
paper, announcing an increase 
in the British strategic thermo- 
nuclear forces to the detriment 
of the British contribution to 
the NATO shield, which is al- 
ready disturbingly weak,” the 
report said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Top 
U.S. officials predict far closer 
cooperation between free coun- 
tries in Asia and Europe will 
result from next month’s At'sn- 
tic Pact summit meetir. in 
Paris.

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U.S. Observers Praise 
Fairness of Girard Trial 


By International 
MAEBASHI—While three 
Japanese judges ponder the 
fate of William. Girard, a re- 
view of opinions expressed by 
American observers at the GI’s 
trial revealed’ Saturday unanim- 
ous praise for its “fairness,” 


The judges will hand down 
their verdict Nov. 1f 

Fears that the Illinois soldier 
accused of manslaughter for kill- 
ing a Japanese woman would 
be “thrown to the lions in an 
Oriental court” were voiced in 
the United States before the Gl 
was turned over to Japan for 
trial. 


But these apprehensions were 
groundless according to Amer- 
i¢an observers who sat in on 
the trial in’ the small Maebashi 
courtroom 75 miles north of To- 
kyo, 

Girard himself,.and his Army 
lawyer, Maj. Stanley F. Levin, 
maintain it was a fair trial. 

Throughout the 10-week pro- 
ceedings with spaced-out hear- 
ings, including on-the-spot firing 
range sessions, Levin told INS 
repeatedly; 

“Presiding Judge Yuzo Kawa- 
chi is going out of his way to 
get at the facts meticulously and 
fairly.” 

Kawachi and his two assistant 
judges will decide whether 
Girard. goes to prison in the 
fatal shooting of Mrs. Naka 
Sakai, 46, on a U.S. Army firing 
range nine months ago. 

Many observers, both Amer- 
ican and Japanese, predicted a 
suspended three-year sentence. 
The prosecutors have asked five 
years. 

Alvin Owsley, of Dallas, the 
American Legion’s official ob- 
server at the trial, said he felt 
the courtroom hearings were a 
“mode! of dignity and fairness.” 

A prominent San Francisco 
lawyer, Melvin F. Belli, said 
he believed Kawachi was leay- 
ing “the tumult and the pas- 
sions in the case strictly out 
side the courtroom.” 

The Veteran of Foreign Wars 
official observer, John Mahan 
of Helena, Mont., remarked 
that he could find little to “cri- 
ticize” from the standpoint of 
“equitable legal procedures.” 

Ar official observer from the 
U.S. Senate subcommittee on 
constitutional rights, Charles 
Slayman, said after sitting in 
on several court sessions: 

“Make no mistake about it, 
this boy is getting as fair a 
trial as he would get any- 
where.” 

Slayman also pointed out that 
criticism of the trial on the 
ground that there is no jury 
system in Japan was “baseless.” 
He said: Ss0- 

“If Girard had been tried in 
an Army court-martial, he 
would have had no jury. Most 
people tend to forget this.”

Frequently,. most. observers 
felt, presiding Judge Kawachi’s 
questions of witnesses were the, 
most searching and. merciless. 

At several points Kawachi dis- 
credited prosecution witnesses 
by implying they were lying or 
had faulty memories. 

Japanese experts pointed out 
that Kawachi was simply fol- 
lowing the legal thinking in this 
nation—a judge’s job is to get 
at the underlying truth, dispens- 
ing with courtroom niceties and 
elaborate techniques often found 
in the. American and. British 
courtrooms. 


Both on and off the bench 
Kawachi did not attempt to con- 
ceal the opinions he had formed 
of the case. : 

In court he telegraphed the 
verdict he will hand down by 
admitting to Girard, who was on 
the stand, that he did not think 
him guilty of intent in the slay- 
ing of Mrs, Sakai. 

While such behavior often 
startled American observers, 
they felt that Girard’s interests 


were at all times being protect- 
ed by Kawachi.

January-August of $231. million 
which is 22 per cent more than 
for the same period of last year. 

However, thanks to an in- 
crease in net shipping revenues 
and to a shift in payments, the 
deficit in the balance of current 
payments, during the first half 
year 1957, was only $64 million 
or about 25 per cent less than 
last year.

Against the background 
of high tariffs abroad it has 
seemed natural to view with 
some optimism the prospect of 
free trade within a Western 
European free trade area. 
Trade With Japan 

Already at the end of August 
Swedish trade with Japan had 
reached higher figures than for 
the whole of last year. With 
imports for the first eight 
months totaling $17,300,000 and 
exports amounting to $8,200,000 
the Swedish import surplus 
was considerable, the exports 
representing only 47 per cent 
of. the import value. Although 
a surplus of imports may be 
considered normal in the pres- 
ent development of trade with 
Japan, this year’s trade picture 
seems to be somewhat exag- 
gerated. 


There should, however, be no 
reason for alarm, The Swedish 
exports to Japan are mainly 
highly <pecialized machinery, 
high quality tools and office 
equipment and special steel 
products, which with the con- 
tinuing rationalization of pro 
duction in Japanese industry, 
find a natural market here. 


On the other hand Japanese 
exporters and manufacturers 
will undoubtedly find an in- 
ereasing number of good cus- 
tomers in Sweden, especially 
for high quality products of all 
kinds. With exceptions for 
only a few textile items the 
Swedish authorities place no 
restrictions whatever on im- 
ports from Japan. Since Swe 
dish consumers are only too 
happy to see competitive Japa- 
nese products on the shop coun- 
ters, prospects are good indeed 
for a continued increase in 
Swedish-Japanese trade.

Special Swedish Delicacy

Mrs, Jonas G. Gadelius is well- 
known among her friends as 
an excellent cook. When the 
family entertains ests she 
serves special Swedish dishes 
which she prepares herself. 

meen the wife of the ptesi- 

Gadelius &/ Co. Ltd, 
an old Swedish firm in Tokyo, 
She is busy with social func- 
tions, but. she always finds time 
to cook. “I love food and 
love cooking, too,” says the at- 
tractive wife of the Swedish 
businessman. 

When we asked her if she 
could provide us with Swedish 
recipes she kindly gave us 
recipes for crayfish cuisine, 
almond cake and loin of pork 
with prunes. Some dishes are 
typically Swedish, but most of 
the elaborate cookery has been 
adopted from France, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Gadelius. 

Mrs. Gadelius explained that 
crayfish is a very special treat 
in Sweden and can be served 
only from Aug. 8 to Sept. 15 
when they are at their best.

Creamed butter is added to the 
mixture of egg yolk and syrup. 

“If the butter and the egg 
separate I advise using the 
mixer, which is easier,” says 
Mrs, Gadelius. 


The butter cream tastes much 
better if mixed with pounded 
nougat. To make nougat use 
100 grams of sugar and place it 
on a hot iron pan and let it 
melt. When it becomes slightly 
browned put it on a sheet of 
Wax paper. As soon as it har- 
dens remove it from the paper 
and pound it and mix the 
pounded nougat with the butter 
cream. : 

‘Cut the almond cake cross- 
wise -and spread the butter 
cream between the two halves 
and over the top. The cake can 
be decorated with canned fruits 
for special occasions. 

“This cake is expensive and 
takes a lot of time to prepare,

“It is essential that we buy 
live crayfish, wash them very 
clean and put about 20 at a 
time in about five pints of boil- 
ing water and a bottle of beer. 
Add a handful of dill, both 
leaves and flowers. Boil them 
till they are done and put them 
in a refrigerator ii: they be 
come cooled,” explains Mra, 
Gadelius. 

“We suck the liquid first and 
then eat the meat. Usually 
toast and cheese are served to- 
gether,” says Mrs. Gadelius. 
For an ordinary crayfish din- 
ner buttered field peas and arm 
tichoke are served and for des- 
sert half a melon filled with 
raspberries is the right thing. 

For a more elaborate dinner 
chateaubriand is served. For 
a very formal dinner roast duck 
is served after crayfish. Mrs. 
Gadelius says that Swedish 
housewives do not stuff ducks. 
“We only use a lot of butter 
and parsley in place of stuffing,” 
she explains. 

Sometimes roast lamb is serv- 
ed instead of roast duck. The 
secret of roasting a lamb is to

Ingredients for an almon 
cake are very expensive, bu 
the cake is delicious.

ing cake flour and a lot of table 


butter not Crisco or margarine. 

Here is her recipe for almond 

cake praised by all her guests. 
Swedish Almond Cake 

200 grams of sweet almonds (half 
can be walnuts) 225 grams of sugar 
%% tsp. baking power 5.egg whites 

Boil almonds two seconds in 
hot water, blanch and dry them 
in a clean towel. Grind them 
in a mill, add sugar and baking 
powder. Beat the egg whites 
until stiff and fold in the above 
mixture gradually. 

Grease either an iron pan or a 
baking pan with butter. “Use 
a lot of butter,” is Mrs. Gade 
lius’ advice. Then sprinkle flour 
and pour the egg white mixture 
into the greased pan. Bake it 
in a slow oven (about 150 de- 
grees centigrade) for one hour. 

To decorate the cake butter 
cream must be prepared. 

Butter Cream 

4 tbsp. water 

4 egg yolks 

200 grams of butter 

1 tsp. vanilla sugar (if not 
available this can be omitted) 

4 tbsp, sugar 

Boil water and sugar to make 
syrup while stirring constantly 
and quickly. Then add into the 
syrup beaten egg yolks and stir 
the mixture till it becomes cold.

Ike Nixes Quota — 
For Clothespins. 


WASHINGTON (INS)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D, Eisenhower re- 
fused Saturday, in a critical test 
of U.S. trade and tariff policy, 
to impose an import quota on 
spring clothespins. 

The Chief Executive directed 
instead that the import duty be 
raised 10 cents a gross to close 
the “existing price differentials” 
between foreign and domestic 
clothespins. 

The President thus concurred 
with the Unitéd States Tariff 
Commission that the American 
industry was being “injured,” 
but he rejected their suggested 
quota ceiling of 650,000 gross. 

It was the first time in more 
than 15 years that such a quota 
had been considered at high 
government levels. The Presi- 
dent’s action was interpreted as 
clear support for the General 


Agreement on Tariffs and Trade | ed 


(GATT). 

About $223,000 worth of 
spring clothespins are imported 
annually from Sweden, Den- 
mark, the Netherlands, Belgium, 
and eight other Countries. 

There are only seven factories 
in the United States producing 
spring clothespins but the Tariff 
Commission’s recommendations

Egyptian Cotton

Validations for the sterling 
area, however, registered a post- 
war new monthly high, reaching 
$7,156,000 or 3.2 per cent high- 
er. Principal reason for the in- 
crease was a rise in the export 
of machinery to India. 

The bureau announcement 
noted that the export of cotton 
goods, artificial fiber goods and 
iron and steel to the Soviet 
Union was validated for the first 
time by the Osaka bureau.

Shipping Notes and News 


The Transportation and Inter- 
national Trade & Industry min- 
istries are taking a serious view 
of the ¢ancellation by Greek 
shipowners of their contracts 
with the Hiroshima shipyard of 
the Mitsubishi Shipbuilding & 
Engineering Co. for construc- 
tion of two 15,000-DWT cargo 
ships. This is the first time 
that any foreign owner has can- 
' eeied shipbuilding orders piac- 
ed with a Japanese shipyard. 
Officials of both ministries last 
weekend indicated their inten- 
tion to examine carefully the 
financial position and the cred- 
it standing of foreign orders 
before approving the shipbuilo- 
ing contracts with Japanese ship- 
yards. They said that a new 
shipbuilding contract concluded 
with any shipowner who has 
canceled such contracts would 
never be authorizcd. 


Executive Director Yoshiya 
Ariyoshi of ps gen Yusen Kai- 
sha, on behalf of the nine Japa- 
nese companies operating the 
Japan-North America cargoliner 
service, reported to the Trans- 
portation Ministry last Saturday 
that they are opposed to the 
plans of Nitto Shosen to open a 
Japan-North American Pacific 
coast liner service. Earlier last 
week, Nitto Shosen notified the 
secretariat of the Trans-Pacific 
Freight Conference that since 
the freight conference—an open 
conference—had withheld action 
on its membership application 
for some months,- the company 
would open the proposed serv- 
ice. Nitto Shosen indicated its 
intention to start the service 
late this month at the rate of 
one sailing monthly, and to load 
sundries for the North American 
Pacific coast. The Japanese 
operators of the Japan-North 
America cargoliner seryice have 
been opposing Nitto Shosen’s 
plans, on the ground that if Nit- 
to Shosen should start the serv- 
ice, this would result in over- 
tonnage for the route, 


Last week, most of Japan’s 
major shipping companies drew 
up drafts for their balance 
sheets, profit-and-loss statements 
and profit disposal plans for the 
half-year business term ended 
Sept. 30. These drafts will be 
submitted to the general meet- 
ings of shareholders late this 
month for approval. Iino Kai- 
un Kaisha, which owns the Far 
East’s largest tanker fleet, tenta- 
tively decided to declare a 2 
per cent per annum higher di- 
vidend—10 per cent—for the 
term under review than for the 
previous term. This is the only 
leading shipping company that 


cargoliner companies—Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, Osaka Shosen 
Kaisha and Mitsui Steamship— 
decided to declare a dividend 
for the term under review. It 
was feared that these three 
major companies would feel the 
pinch of the current major 
freight (tramp) market depres- 
sion and the domestic tight 
money policy. However, all 
these three firms made a rela- 
tively good showing. The prin- 
cipal cause is that the three 
firms have as their major line 
of business operation of car- 
goliner services, which are us- 
ually not much affected by the 
tramp freight market fluctua- 


tions. 


In the term under notice, Iino 
Kaiun earned ¥2,555 million in 
profits before depreciation 
against ¥1,926 million in the 
previous term. NYK’s profits 
before depreciation were ¥1,634 
million an increase of ¥3. mil- 
lion over the preceding term, 
and Mitsui Line’s ¥1,922 million, 
a rise of ¥172 million from the 
previous term. OSK earned 
¥1,127 million, ¥300 million be- 
low the level for the preceding 
term. NYK, OSK and Mitsui all 
appropriated their profits be 
fore depreciation for deprecia- 
tion. Other companies’ profits 
before depreciation were Kawa- 
saki Kisen, ¥1,020 million; Ya-

We are mindful, of course, that there are other countries 


besides Russia who have 


unilaterally declared their 


sovereignty over wide expanses of open sea. The Republic 
of Korea’s Rhee Line, no one needs be reminded, is the 
single barrier to normal relations between that close 


neighbor and Japan. 
This country 


has established full diplomatic relations 


with the Soviet Union, though. Unfortunately we have 
yet to see where that has made any great difference in 
Moscow’s acceptance of our appeals. 

Aside from. the matter of defining territorial waters, 
there is the whole broad problem of setting up a fair 
and mutually advantageous system for sharing the north- 
ern marine resources. Last June, in accordance with 
Article 5 of the Japan-Soviet Fishery Treaty, Japan 
requested permission to dispatch a fishery survey mission 
to the USSR. Moscow waited a month and then asked for 
a roster of the mission members. Six days later Tokyo 


sent it. 


Finally, late last month, the Russians said all right, 
but they imposed the condition that the waters near 


Kamchatka be excluded from the survey. : 
to be the area most important to Japan’s fisheries.

this time it was too late in the season to conduct the

Science Education 
In President Eisenhower’s “chins up” address to the 
American people last week, orie of the points that will not 
go unnoticed is his call for expanded and improved science 


education. 


Statistical comparisons show what he was talking about. 
A recent survey by the Library of Congress in Washington 
shows that Soviet universities are turning out twice as 
many scientists and technicians as American institutions. 
The ratio of science and liberal arts students in the Soviet 
Union is seven-to-three; in the United States it is one-to-one. 


This basic evidence 


supporting Russia’s 


recent 


technological successes is naturally being judged from a 
‘Tilitary standpoint. Leaving that all-important considera- 
tion aside, however, there is something more to be learned 


from Russia’s example. 


Let us see how Japan stacks up in this measure of 
adaptation to the Age of Science. According to the same 
Survey, there are only three Japanese students studying ° 
Science for every seven enrolled in liberal arts courses. 

The Education Ministry has, we are pleased to note, 
become concerned about this great imbalance and proposes 


to reverse it. 


A crash program has been outlined for next 


year to boost the ratio to one-to-one, and in five years it 
is planned to make jt seven-to-three—identical to science- 


geared Russia. 


For our purposes, eliminating the military considera- 
tion, comparisons such as have been made are less impor- 
tant than reference to the real technological requirements 
of the nation. We find that employers are taking up 
science graduates as fast as the schools release them and 


begging for more. They are also, incidentally, 


better trained personnel.

. To meet the existing and future needs of the nation’s 
industries, there is absolutely no doubt but that the Edu- 
cation Ministry’s program should be fully implemented. 
This means both the government and private industries 
must provide grants to the schools to enlarge and improve 
their science education facilities. It may also mean a 
reexamination by educational administrators into the 
present system, which not only fails to provide the number 


of scientists needed but the 


quality.

the United States, was getting 
ready to move. — 

It would, however, be a seri- 
ous mistake to conclude from 
this that because war is not im- 
pending, the Syrian situation is 
not a very serious one, Syria 
is a dangerous place for the 
world because so much is at 
stake for all the great powers 
at a time when the Syrian Gov- 
ernment is weak, unstable, and 
not the master in its own house. 
The controlling fact is that the 
Syrian Government cannot be 
depended upon to maintain its 
independence and to hold to a 
policy of neutrality, If it could 
be depended upon to do this, 
Syria would break out of the 
vicious circle of great power 
politics, Because the govern- 
ment is weak, the great powers 
have all concluded that Syria 
will fall either into the orbit of 
the Soviet Union or into the 
orbit of the United States. 

This being the basic problem, 
the Syrian plots and counter- 
plots, abroad and at home, are 
full of dynamite. They should 
not be monkeyed with by any- 
one who is not sure that he 
can control the consequences, 

If, as Khrushchey’s gestures 
at the Turkish Embassy indi- 
cate, there is to be a lull in the 
cold war over Syria, would it 
not be the part of wisdom to 
regard it as an opportunity to 
attempt a fresh start in the 
Middle East? lf this is to be 
done, Dulles will have to over-

Toward Free E nterprise 
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New Course for Burma 


By MURRAY FROMSON 


RANGOON (AP)—After near- 
ly 10 years of independence and 
an experiment in_ socialism, 
Burma is charting a new course 
which will encourage private en- 
terprise and foreign investment. 

The sensitive Burmese are 
quick to explain that this is not 
an abandonment of socialism, 
but merely “a new road, of 
which there are many to reach 
our goal,” iis , 


In June and again in Septem- 
ber, Prime Minister U Nu issu- 
ed what amounted to invitations 
to private investors abroad. 

“I want working plans drawn 


up to enable foreign business- 


men. to exercise their rights 
and invest capital in Burma,” he 
declared. “It is impossible to 
deny economic rights to for- 
eigners.” The Burmese leader 
also said it was time for the 
Government to recognize that 
“jt should not have its finger 
in all sorts of economic pies.” 
He said foreigners should be al- 
lowed to participate in most 
Burmese enterprises, with the 
possible exception of transporta- 
tion and communications. 

In effect, U Nu was admitting 
that there were some imprac- 
tical aspects in some of the doc- 
trinaire socialism chartered for 
Burma in the days immediately 
after it won freedom from Great 
Britain. He called for revisions, 
if not outright abandonment, of 
some parts of the overambitious 
eight-year development plan. 

To help finance essential eco- 
nomic growth, the Burmese 
have successfully negotiated a 
U.S. $42,300,000 loan from the 
United States. About $25 million 
will be in ‘American currency, 
while the rest will be in kyats, 
accumulated by the United 
States from the sale of agricul- 
tural surplus commodities in 
Burma, 

Most Burmese officials admit 
now that they went forward 
too rapidly with economic de- 
velopment plans in a basically 
agricultural country. Although 
they blame their early failure 


on the still-unsettled insurrec- NAN 


tion launched by Communists, 
it is generally assumed that 
their ill-fated barter deals with 
the Communist bloc in the last 
18 months really brought the 
lesson home, 

After trading away about 50 
per cent of their rice produc- 
tion for the next four years to 
East Europe, China and Israeli, 
the Burmese found 11 coun- 
tries, anxiously waiting in line 
for rice and eager to pay hard 
cash. These included India and 
Pakistan, both of which flirt 
with famine annually, 

The Burmese response was 
indicated when it notified Chi- 


na that henceforth any trading 
would be done in_ sterling. 
Barter was a thing of the past. 

The new Burma policy is not 
an U Nu product, according to 
responsible sources here. Al- 
though the Prime Minister 
sympathizes with the approach, 
the real architect appears to be 
U Kyaw Nyein, First Deputy 
Prime Minister and Minister 
for National Planning and 
Economy, Kyaw Nyein, a 
colorless but capable economist, 
is becoming increasingly in- 
fluential in the Government to- 
day. 

In fact, observers -here say 
Burma is no longer directed by 
U Nu alone, Instead, it ap- 
pears that a triumvurate, in- 
cluding former Prime Minister 
U Ba Swe, now Defense Minis- 
ter; Kyaw Nyein, and U Nu, 
have formed a_ collective 
leadership policy. 

Kyaw Nyein, now touring 
Eastern Europe, has said there 
is no basis for an immediate 
application of socialism in 
Burma, “We need to get de 
velopment, technical training 
and know-how to put Burma 
on its feet first,” he has said. 

Kyaw Nyein has been saying 
what amounts to a growing dis- 
enchantment with socialism in 
Burma. Its attraction appears 
to heave been a superficial one 
in the first place. Most of the 
present Burmese leaders were 
drawn to it because they ad- 
mired the British Labor Party 
of the ‘20s and early 1930s. 
Now some of them are begin- 
ning to recognize that their 
bond was not so much with 
British socialism as it was with 
the Labor Party’s  antiim- 
perialism of that period. 

Insiders say Kyaw Nyein is 
a leading exponent of this 
theory and will be a man to 
watch as a future Prime Minis- 
ter of Burma,

The End of Sanbetsu 


The Sanbetsu Kaigi (Congress 
of industrial Labor Unions. of 
Japan) has recently made public 
its decision to voluntarily dis- 
band. The disappearance of the 
Communist-controlied Sanbetsu 
marks a formal end to the major 
postwar abortive attempt by the 
Communist Party to secure the 
domination of Japanese labor. 


At the height of its influence 
and power in 1947 it nuiabered 
1,600,000 and was the largest 
trade union federation in Japan. 
Today, at the point of dissolu- 
tion, Sanbetsu had shrunk to an 
ineffective force of less than 10,- 
000. The rise and fall of San- 
betsu closely parallels the preci- 
pitate decline in influence and 
numbers of the Communist 
Party. 


Sanbetsu was founded in 1946 
under the guidance and direc- 
tion of the- Communist Party 
and allied left-wing groups. 
Shortly following its inception 
the organization succeeded in 
wresting the leadership of the 


= main current of Japanese labor 


from the more conservative and 
less dynamic Sodomei (General 
Federation of Labor). 

.Through a disciplined corps of 
Strategically placed members, 


<2 gum the Communist Party was able 


to exert a controlling influence 
over major national affiliates. A 
former Sanbetsu- leadtr and 
Communist Party member re- 
lates that Communist Sanbetsu 
leaders were obliged to make 
weekly pilgrimages to the Party 
national headquarters in the 
Yoyogi section of Tokyg to re- 
ceive instructions and be briefed 
on the latest party use. 

In areas outside of Tokyo, re- 
gional party headquarters serv- 
ed the same function. The com- 
plete degree of subservience to 
the party bosses was looked 
upon by non-Communist trade 
unionists with disgust and 
aversion, the memory of which 
persists down to the present. 

1947, the year of the begin- 
ning of the “cold war” had a 
direct effect on the conduct of 
the Japanese Communist Party 
and its trade union policy.

Need for Basic Research

WASHINGTON—The Nation- 


al Science Foundation warned 
the U.S. is “underemphasizing” 
basic research and offered an 
eight-point program for increas- 
ing federal, state and private 
support. 

The far-reaching program 
ealled for increased Federal 
expenditures, federal grants-in- 
aid to the states and changes 
in the income tax law to en- 
courage research contributions 
by the average citizen and 
stepped-up science education 
in schools and colleges. 

The foundation, established 
by Congress in 1950 to advise the 
President on national science 
policy, said it was “in the na- 
tional interest” to increase 
basic research “considerably.” 

It pointed out that the 
laboratory research for pure 
knowledge with no thought for 
practical results led in the past 
to such discoveries as atomic 
energy, radar, television and 
other electronic advances, syn- 
thetic fibers and plastics, and 
penicillin and other soalled 
wonder drugs, 7 

In a G64page report, the 
foundation reviewed the his- 
tory of research in the U.S, and 
compared the Miation’s present 
performance with basic research 
in the Soviet Union, 


The report found = that 
“Yankee ingenuity” has in the 
past excelled at applied 


research—the practical use of 
newly found knowledge—and 
aiso ut development—the trans- 
lation of laboratory findings 
into mass production. 

But it added: “In times past 
we tended to Import new sci- 
entific knowledge, to lean 
heavily on the findings of sci- 
entists in other nations and to 
concentrate on applied research 
and development.” 


The foundation said that the 
Soviet Union has more scien- 
tists engaged in basic research 
than the U.S, and added: 


“The Soviet situation may 
well produce a more effective 
balance between basic research 
and applied research—develop- 
ment than in the younger and 
more technologically oriented 
system of the United States. 


* “Such a situation is likely to 
give the United States a short- 
run advantage in technology. 
But if this country is not to 
suffer in the long run it must 
act upon the principles that 
progress in applied research 
and development depends 
absolutely upon the growth and 
development of basic research.” 

To encourage more basic 
research, the report urged this 
program: 

-~-An increase by private in- 
dustry in its already significant 
contribution to basic research 
in universities. 


—Increased encouragement of 
basic research by private in- 
dustry in its own laboratories. 

~—Federal encouragement of 
basic research in nonprofit or- 
ganizations, 

~— Appropriate federal assist- 
ance to the state governments 
to increase basic research at 
state universities. 

~-Changes in federal income 
tax laws to increase both cor 
porate and private contribu- 
tions to basic research. 

A shift in government con- 
tracts with universities aimed 
at increasing basic research and 
reducing development work. 

—Federal grants on research 
with minimum restrictions on 
freedom of scientists.

strike (1947) which it ardently 
advocated, Sanbetsu entered a 
period of decline which has per- 

sisted up to the present. 4 


In 1948 an anti-Communist 
league (Mindo) was organized 
within Sanbetsu by non-Com- 
munist unionists and gradually 
began to increase in influence. 
By 1949, the major national afii- 
liates seceded leaving Sanbetsu, 
at the e.d of 1949. with only 
half of its former membership. 
During 1950 the Mindo move- 
ment organized a new powerful 
labor federation—Sohyo (Gen- 
eral Council of Japan Trade 
Unions); Sanbetsu was thereby 
eliminated as a leading force. 
By 1952, within a space of five 
years, the organization had fal- 
len from a membership of 1. 
600,000 to 12,000, 


A crushing blow was render- 
ed Sanbdetsu, following the out- 
break of the Korean conflict in 
1950; SCAP virtually ordered 
the suppression of the Commu- 
nist Party and encouraged the 
“Red purge” of party members 
from their jobs in unions and 
private and public enterprises. 

During the last six years San- 
betsu has led a sterile and 
isolated existence. Neverthe- 
less the Communist Party has 
continued to maintain the or- 
Sanization for the following 
three reasons: 

1. AS a propaganda agency 
to distribute literature present- 
ing the party point of view 
Within the labor movement. 

2. To maintain a Japanese 
affiliate to the Communist-con- 
trolled World Federation of 
Trade Unions, 

3. During the years when 
the Conimunist Party went 
underground, Sanbetsu served 
as a Jegal cover for various ac- 
tivities. 

It is reported that four or 
five years ago a representative 
of the World Federation of 
Trade Unions came to Japan 
and established the policy that 
since Zen Kinzoku (National 
Machine and Metal Workers 
Union) with 10,006 members, 
was the only Sanbetsu affiliate 
of any consequence, that. it 
should carry on an organizing 
campaign among machinery 
workers in medium and smail 
enterprises and subsequently 
propose a united front with 
other machinery and metal 
working unions affiliated with 
Sohyo and Sodomei. But San- 
betsu had already become too 
enfeebied and compromised in 
the eyes of Japanese workers, 
attempts to carry out WFTU 
recommendations ended in dis- 
mal failure. 

In recent months Sanbetsu 
had arrived at a point where 
it completely lacked any per- 
spective or reason for existence. 
Had it not voluntarily disband- 
ed, most probably the organiza- 
tion would have simply disinte- 
grated within a short period. 

Earlier this year, the 3,000 
members of Zen Kinzoku ip 
Saitama Prefecture seceded; 
1,000 joined the anti-Communist 
Zenro (Japan Trade Union Con- 
gress), another 1,000 in medium 
and small enterprises voted to 
remain independent, the remain- 
ing 1,000 affiliated with the 
Senyo National Metal and 
Machine Trade Union (Zenkoku 
Kinzoku Rodo Kumiai), ; 

In order to halt any furthe 
distintegration of the Sanbetsu 
membership, the Communist 
Party decided to have the re- 
maining 4,000 Zen  Kinzoku 
membership join the Sohyo affi- 
liated National Metal and 
Machine Trade Union which is 
‘ed by Minoru Takano, leader of 
the proCommunist wing of 
Sohyo. They succeeded in get- 
ting most of the membership to 
heed their directives, 2,000 in 
Osaka and 1,200 in Kanagawa 
Prefecture affiliated accordingly. 

While Takano is regarded as 
a pro-Communist, the Zenkoku 
Kinzoku (80,000) is considered 
as being neither controlled nor 
influenced by the Communist 
Party. The entry of Sanbetsu 
elements is reportedly regarded 
by the leadship with distaste 
but they are powerless to re- 
fuse them entry. Among those 
entering gre several able Com- 
munist Party trade unionists 
who will undoubtedly become a

Zen Ikyo, with little actual CP 
influence within its ranks, has 
decided to remain as an inde- 
pendent nonaffiliated organiza- 
tion. 

Now, more than ever, Com- 
munist Party supporters, espe- 
cially those in Sohyo, will con- 
tinue to ally themselves with 
the pro-Communist Takane ten- 
dency as was the case at the 
last Sohyo national convention.
